The Age of Aquarius is Upon Us! 



When the moon is in the Seventh House 
And Jupiter aligns with Mars 
Then peace will guide the planets 
And love will steer the stars 

This is the dawning of the Age of Aquarius

Aquarius! Aquarius! 

Harmony and understanding 
Sympathy and trust abounding

While undertaking my extensive research into the true identity of the woman America calls the "Statue of Liberty" 
(which I hope to publish in the future) I have come across a peculiar convergence of pagan celebrations 
throughout history that all occur around the same date every year. I will share with you what I've found and let 
you decide for yourself what it may mean. 

Saturnalia 

During Saturnalia, roles of master and slave were reversed, moral restrictions 
loosened, and the rules of etiquette ignored. It is thought that the festivals of 
Saturnalia and Lupercalia were the roots of the carnival year.

Saturnalia was an annual Roman festival celebrating the dedication of the Temple to Saturn in the Roman Forum 
in 497 BC. Every year on December 17th this temple dedicated to the worship of the god Saturn was celebrated 
for anywhere between one and seven days, depending on who was ruling at the time. Saturn is the namesake of 
Saturn, the planet and Saturday, the day (dies Saturni) that our friends the Seventh Day Adventists and the 
Sacred Name Movement are so fond of worshipping on. To put it bluntly it was a festival of drunkenness and all 
manner of sexual perversion. 

Sheshach 

Most bible scholars and commentators dismiss the prophet Jeremiah's mentions of the name Sheshach as merely 
a veiled reference to the city of Babylon. But I was never quite satisfied with that answer and I decided to do a 
deep study of this name. God rewarded my diligence. 




"Here follows a deity if it be one of which the scripture makes but little mention, yet 
remembered more than once by the prophet Jeremiah, which is Sheshach, a supposed 
goddess of the Babylonians and Persians. There is scarce anything to be met with in 
ancient authors concerning this idol; we find only that there was a feast held by those 
people called Sakea which lasted five days during which the masters waited upon their 
slaves so that it was a kind of saturnalia; this probably is the festival taken notice of by 
St. Chrys os torn where he says "Do not you remember the feast of the Saques 
celebrated by the Persians when they take one of those that are condemned to death 
and set him upon the king's throne and clothe him with royal robes? While the feast 
lasts, they give him his fill of all sorts of delights; he is even free to he with the king's 
concubines and no man hinders him to do what he pleases; but when the feast is over 
he is stripped whipped and hanged."

Now let me tell you a little about the name Sheshach. As it turns out Sheshach was the name of a Babylonian 
deity who also had a festival. Like Saturnalia this festival also occurred over multiple days at a time and the role 
of slave and master were reversed. Like Saturnalia it was also a time of sexual perversion and drunkenness. 

That Rome would have a nearly identical celebration of the deity of another nation is of no surprise really, as any 
student of Roman history can tell you of their penchant for adapting the gods and goddesses of other peoples. 
They especially borrowed heavily from the gods of the Greeks and Babylonians in this area, just changing a few 
details to make them their own. Those Romans knew how to party, especially Caligula who was the one to 
expand the celebration of Saturnalia to five days. Seeing as Saturnalia was co-opted from the Babylonian feast of 
Sheshach it is not much of a stretch to assume that it also occurred around that same time period of December 
17th to the 21th. 

Ancient Babylon 

Nimrod the first king of Babylon and perhaps in the world is generally allowed to have 
founded this city. Bolus who by some is made contemporary with Shamgar judge of 
Israel and queen Semiramis are said to have further enlarged and adorned it but 
Nebuchadnezzar or he and Nitocris his daughter in law finished it and made it one of 
the wonders of the world. The inhabitants of Babylon and places adjacent were 
excessively credulous superstitions lewd and debauched parents and husbands 
exposed to sale the chastity of their daughters and wives their women scarce retained 
the least shadow of modesty exposing themselves quite naked in companies. They 
were obliged by law once in their lives to prostitute themselves to strangers in honour 
of their goddess Succoth-benoth. The other idols of the Babylonians were Bel, Nebo, 
Sheshach, Ncrgal, Merodach and the element of fire. Here the idolatry afterwards so 
prevalent in every place appears to have had its origin. The Babylonians pretended to 
great skill in astrology soothsaying and magic.

Note that Sheshach is mentioned among the ancient Babylonian gods and goddesses. It is believed that Daniel 
and his Hebrew companions in captivity were in fact named after some of these deities (Daniel 1:7 KJV O) 
eighteen or more centuries after Nimrod' s reign so their celebration was nothing new. Also note that sexual 



perversion was an inherent part of the worship of these deities. 
Neo Babylon 

Cyrus had lain before the town to little or no purpose the space of two years when 
understanding that a great annual feast was approaching, wherein the Babylonians, in 
honor of their idol Sheshach, were wont to spend the whole night in revelling and 
drunkenness, he thought this no improper time to attempt to surprise them To this 
purpose, having posted one part of his men at the place where the river ran into the 
city, and another where it came out, with orders to enter by way of the channel, as soon 
as they found the river fardable: about close of the evening he fell to work, broke down 
the dams, turned aside the stream so that by the middle of the night the river was so 
drained, that the parties according to their orders, entered the channel and finding the 
gates leading down to the river open, by them they ascended into the city, and made 
directly to the palace, where they slew the king, and all those that were about him By 
this stratagem Cyrus became master of Babylon but he took no care to repair the 
breach in the banks of the river; so that all the country on that side was overflown, and 
the current which went to Babylon grew afterwards so shallow as to become unfit for 
the smallest navigation.

This account of the taking of Babylon by Cyrus is largely supported by Daniel's account of the event in chapter 
five. Take the time to study this chapter for yourself 

How is Sheshach taken! and how is the praise of the whole earth surprised! how is 
Babylon become an astonishment among the nations! 
Jeremiah 51:41 (KJV)© 

It was in fact during the festival dedicated to Sheshach that Babylon was taken, and armed with that knowledge 
we can now see that Jeremiah was not merely using Sheshach as an allegory for Babylon but was actually 
prophesying as to the exact time that Babylon would fall! 

And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, 
because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. 
Revelation 14:8 (KJV) O 

Here's where things start getting interesting. Any serious student of prophecy is aware of the connection between 
Jeremiah 5 1 and the tale of Mystery Babylon of Revelation 1 7 and 1 8. In evoking the name of Mystery Babylon 
in the book of Revelation Christ through His prophet John points a finger back to ancient Babylon as the 
blueprint for Mystery Babylon. 

Are the prophecies of bible flawed? If not, we may assume that Mystery Babylon like its ancient counterpart will 
also be taken during the festival of Sheshach. There is strong circumstantial evidence that this festival like the 
Roman adaption of it occurred over December 1 7th to the 2 1 st so the next question is, do we have a modern 
counterpart to these festivities? 



Yule (Winter Solstice) 



Meanwhile here in the 2 1 st century December 2 1 st also happens to be the day that the winter solstice (first day 
of winter) usually falls on, although it can also occur on the 22nd or 23rd. Winter Solstice marks the time when 
the sun is at its furthest point away from the northern hemisphere. It is a holiday dedicated to the worship of the 
sun. 

The thing that hath been, it is that which shall be; and that which is done is that which 
shall be done: and there is no new thing under the sun.

As Solomon told us there is indeed nothing new under the sun; to this day the winter solstice is largely celebrated 
by pagans and Wiccans under the name of Yule. And it should come as a surprise to no one that the same 
pattern of drunkenness and all manner of sexual perversion permeates their celebrations just as it did four 
centuries ago under Nimrod. The "Great Rite" is an integral part of their Yule rituals, and like the celebrations 
of Saturnalia and Sheshach there is evidence of role reversals between slave and master. 

And he brought me into the inner court of the LORD'S house, and, behold, at the door 
of the temple of the LORD, between the porch and the altar, were about five and 
twenty men, with their backs toward the temple of the LORD, and their faces toward 
the east; and they worshipped the sun toward the east.

Christians who celebrate Christmas should take note that back in 320 it was Pope Julius who by proclamation 
established that Christ's birthday be celebrated on December 25th. It is a matter of history that according to the 
Julian calendar observed at that time winter solstice fell on December 25. This pope in fact tied the birth of Christ 
to the pagan festival devoted to sun worship by design. Anyone still interested in singing those Yuletide carols? 

The Mayan Calendar 

Finally, December 21st 2012 as many of you are aware is supposed to be the final day of the Mayan calendar. 
Much doom and gloom is prophesied by some to happen on that day, mostly by either pagans or crackpots. But 
if we take the prophecies of Jeremiah into account, and Sheshach was indeed celebrated on this date, it may rum 
out that the Mayan calendar was predicting not the end of the world, but the dawn of a new age . The age of 
Pisces (Christ) is coming to an end and is to be replaced by the age of Aquarius. What does this mean for 
Christians?
